Please replace the paragraph beginning at page 1, line 23, with the following 
rewritten paragraph: 

The handy scanner manually scans images on an original with using the handy scanner 
body 2, and outputs the images to the output screen of the personal computer or the like. This 
handy scanner body 2 reads image light of the original through the transparent glass located on 
the bottom surface, and signalizes the same. An image signal which is obtained by signalizing the 
image light goes through the first cord 6 and the USB adapter 1, and is input to the personal 
computer via the second cord 7 and the USB jack 3. At this time, influences of electromagnetic 
waves upon the image signal are prevented by the interfering electromagnetic wave reduction 
nr>igf» filter S which is attached to the first cord 6.
